Guest  Speaker  -  David  Campese 


June  28  is  the  date  to  set  aside  for  the  Tattersalls 
Rugby  Lunch  on  the  Friday  prior  to  Wallabies 
vs  France. 

This  year,  our  guest  speaker  is  Number  Eleven  -  record 
holding  Wallaby  David  Campese;  widely  regarded  as  the 
greatest  rugby  player  of  his  generation. 

In  an  international  career  spanning  15  years,  David  has 
played  more  test  matches  and  has  scored  more 
tries  than  any  other  player  in  the  history  of  the 
Australian  game  being  first  capped  for  Australia 
against  New  Zealand  in  1982.  He  has  collected 
101  caps  both  as  a  wing  three-quarter  and  as  full 
back,  which  places  him  second  in  the  list  of  the 
world's  most  capped  players  behind  Phillipe  Sella. 

Campese  holds  the  world  record  of  64 
international  tries.  David  has  played  in  three  World 
Cup  tournaments  and  of  course  was  on  our  winning 
side  in  1991,  where  he  was  player  of  the  tournament. 

He  will  speak  on  his  experiences  playing  France  and  the 
game  of  rugby  in  general. 

Tickets  for  the  lunch  are  selling  fast,  and  can  be  booked 
through  the  Administration  Office,  telephone  9264  6111. 
Cost  is  $120,  which  includes  a  three  course  luncheon 
and  drinks. 
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Although  not  as  large  an  attendance  as  at 
the  2001  Annual  General  Meeting,  I  was 
very  pleased  that  a  number  of  members 
who  attended  this  year’s  meeting  were 
willing  to  offer  some  excellent  suggestions 
for  the  Committee’s  consideration. 


Topics  raised  included  smoking  in  the  clubhouse  (no  AGM 
would  be  complete  without  this  discussion),  expanding  the 
range  of  reciprocal  clubs,  advertising  the  benefits  of 
associate  membership,  fixing  a  new  entrance  fee  in  the  light 
of  the  recent  membership  applications  and  restoring  some 
of  the  Club  memorabilia. 

During  the  members’  luncheon  which  followed  the  meeting, 
the  2002  Sportsman  of  the  Year  award  was  presented  to 
Richard  Jagger.  The  award  recognises  Richard’s  sporting 
achievements  in  swimming,  ocean  swims  (including  the 
Maui  ‘A’  team),  biathlons  and  triathalons.  Most  of  all, 
Richard  is  a  keen  participant  in  a  wide  range  of  Club 
activities  and  sets  an  excellent  example  to  us  all  as  a 
sportsman  of  much  character.  My  special  thanks  to  Vince 
Maloney  and  Arthur  King  for  their  generous  donation  of  a 
$500  gift  voucher  from  Vince  Maloney,  Gentlemen 
Outfitters  par  excellence,  to  accompany  the  perpetual 
trophy  for  this  most  prestigious  award. 

The  result  of  the  election  of  Treasurer  was  also  announced 
at  the  meeting.  Denis  Pidcock  was  re-elected  to  the 
position.  In  congratulating  Denis,  I  would  also  like  to  thank 
the  Returning  Officer  Tim  Bowring  and  the  Scrutineers, 
Harry  Turner  and  Andrew  Torok  for  their  efforts  in 
conducting  the  election. 

Peter  Werner  and  Simon  Forsyth  join  the  Committee  and  I 
welcome  them  and  look  forward  to  their  contributions  during 
the  year. 

For  the  first  time  I  can  remember  in  30  years  of  membership 
of  the  Club,  we  were  forced  to  close  the  clubhouse  for  half 
a  day  in  April  due  to  a  hazardous  chemical  spill  which 
hospitalised  two  of  our  staff  and  resulted  in  the  call-out  of 
large  numbers  of  police,  firemen  and  rapid  response  group 
emergency  personnel. 

What  happened  was  that  a  regulator  valve,  which 
measures  out  chlorine  and  hydrochloric  acid  as  part  of  the 
water  treatment  plant  for  the  pool,  failed  to  close  during  a 
shutdown  of  the  system.  Toxic  gasses  built  up  in  the  lines 
and  vented  off  into  the  atmosphere  and  into  the  air 
conditioning  system.  Our  staff  reacted  promptly  to  the 


problem  and  the  failure  was  remedied  that  day  with 
back  in  operation  less  than  24  hours  later.

Can  you  imagine  dining  with  almost  two  full  teams  of 
Wallabies,  or  former  Wallabies  and  their  coaches  -  at  the 
same  time?  Along  with  Committeemen  Andrew  Coorey  (who 
conducted  some  penetrating  and  very  humourous  panel^^ 
interviews  during  the  night)  and  Andrew  Leary,  I  represented^^ 
Tattersall’s  at  the  Australian  Schoolboy’s  Rugby  dinner  in 
our  clubroom.  With  commentator  Gordon  Bray  as  MC,  the 
dinner  attracted  one  of  the  best  line-ups  I  have  seen  in  the 
Club.  The  three  Ella  brothers  were  joined  in  Coorey’s 
panels  by  Wallaby  coaches  Rod  Macqueen  and  Eddie 
Jones,  as  well  as  former  Australian  Rugby  schoolboy  greats, 
King  Wally  Lewis,  Michael  O’Connor  and  Michael  Hawker. 

To  provide  a  little  balance,  Australian  cricketing  greats  Alan 
Border  and  Matt  Haydon  were  there  in  support.  I  ran  into 
Phil  Kearns  (a  one-time  guest  speaker  at  a  Tattersall’s 
Rugby  Lunch)  who  was  at  pains  to  assure  me  that  he  was 
not  one  of  the  VIPs  on  such  a  night  of  stars.  Really? 

And  finally,  good  luck  to  members  playing  in  the  Annual 
Snooker  Calcutta  which  has  kicked  off  with  the  traditional 
auction  and  dinner  last  month.

SQUASH  2002  CHAMPIONSHIP 


Squash  has  been  a  popular  sporting  pursuit 
amongst  Tattersalls  Members  for  many  years 
and  demand  from  an  ever-increasing  number  of 
regular  players  has  resulted  in  the  implementation 
of  a  perpetual  squash  championship.  The  aim  of 
the  competition  is  to  create  a  ranking  system 
with  challenge  games  for  the  crowning  of  an 
annual  Club  champion  by  year’s  end. 


Tattersalls  Squash  Championship  Rules 


Challenges  must  be  answered  within  48hrs  and 
played  within  7  days  unless  the  challenger  is 
absent  from  Sydney  at  the  time  of  the  challenge 
where  an  agreed  date  of  play  will  be  arranged. 


A  player  is  entitled  to  issue  as  many  challenges 
as  they  choose. 


All  matches  are  to  be  played  “Best  of  5’’  under  the 
rules  of  the  Squash  Raquets  Association  of  NSW 
“Point  a  rally”  scoring  is  to  be  used  ie  to  15/17. 

The  double  yellow  dot  (championship)  ball  is  to 
be  used  unless  both  players  wish  to  change  to 
an  alternate  of  their  choice 

The  challenger  must  submit  the  result  of  the 
match  to  the  Athletics  Department  Manager 

Any  matter  of  dispute  will  be  determined  by  the 
Athletics  Department  Manager  within  24hrs  of 
play,  and  their  determination  shall  be  final. 

A  player  can  only  issue  a  challenge  to  2  players 
above  them  on  the  ladder

Secondly,  it  looks  like  we  will  have  the  pleasure 
of  Dean  Butler  speaking  at  the  Club  in  early 
July  (date  to  be  confirmed).  Dean  is  recognised 
as  one  of  Australia’s  most  travelled  and 
experienced  fly  fisherman.  He  has  recently 
been  flyfishing  in  Florida  where  he  hooked  a 
world  record  billfish.  Dean  also  has  one  of  the 
most  comprehensive  slide  shows  you  will  ever 
see  from  any  angler.  So  this  night  will  be  a  must. 

Lastly,  we  are  organising  the  first  Tattersalls 
freshwater  fly  fishing  competition  ...it  looks  like 
we  will  hold  it  in  the  Snowies  in  spring  staying 
at  Lake  Crackenback  ...this  will  give  us  a  good 
base  and  allow  you  to  bring  wife's  or  partners.

You’ve  always  been  a  sports  fanatic? 


When  did  you  join  Tattersall’s? 


For  me,  fitness  is  a  second  job.  It  requires  effort  and 
output.  I'm  not  sure  what  drives  me,  but  I  think  I  have  a 
pretty  good  idea  of  what  fitness  is: 


My  father  was  a  member  and  I  joined  in  1985.  The  club  was 
then  very  fuddy-duddy,  there  didn’t  seem  to  be  many 
young  members  and  the  attitude  was  "take  it  or  leave  it.” 


1.  Strength:  I  acquired  this  for  Shipton  Constructions 
when  I  was  at  Sydney  University.  He  was  a  great  boss. 
The  work  was  really  hard  and  heavy  but  I  wasn't 
complaining.  I  was  on  full  adult  wages  at  age  1 8. 

2.  Stamina:  I  ran  the  800  metres  and  the  training  you 
wouldn't  wish  upon  your  worst  enemy.  I  was  awarded  a 
University  Blue.  I  originally  played  Rugby  and  that  was 
all  I  lived  for.  I  used  to  play  for  the  University  on 
weekends  and  interfaculty  rugby  league  and  union 
during  the  week.  But  I  suffered  some  awful  injuries  and 
had  to  give  the  game  away.  I  was  really  disappointed  but 
the  running  filled  the  void  and  Harry’s  swim  squad  keeps 
the  stamina  up  now. 

3.  Endurance:  I  learned  this  in  the  Army  Reserve  as  an 
Infantry  Officer.  I  learned  how  far  and  long  you  can  go  with 
virtually  nothing  to  eat,  with  very  few  possessions  and 
little  sleep.  The  infantry  is  a  great  place  for  fellows  who 
like  the  rough  and  tumble.  It  is  also  a  place  to  observe 
leaders  and  how  they  motivate  people.  One  of  my  proudest 
moments  was  being  awarded  my  Green  Beret  by  Major 
Greg  Nance  -  a  man  you’d  walk  over  hot  coals  for. 

4.  Flexibility:  This  is  the  only  aspect  that  really  requires 
dedication.  Gone  are  the  days  when  I  could  leap  out  of 
bed  and  run  the  1 00  metres  straight  away! 

But  what’s  your  real  job? 

I  am  a  Chartered  Accountant  at  Young  Barnsdall  &  Co, 
close  to  the  Club.  I  have  been  in  a  number  of  industries, 
mostly  in  accounting  roles.  The  most  fascinating  audit
